The oath was administered by the President of the Chamber of Depw 
ties. The provisional President stood with his hand extended and repeated 
the oath. It is not the custom in Mexico to use the Bible in taking the oath, 
nor is the name of the Deity used. A portion of the oath reads: 


THE OATH OF OFFICE. 


“I promise, without any reservation whatsoever, to keep and see to the 
keeping of the political constitution of the United States of Mexicp, with its 
additions and amendments, the reform laws, those laws depending thereon, 
and to discharge loyally and patriotically the office of provisional President 
of the republic which by law devolves upon me, having as my sole aim and 
object the welfare and prosperity of the Union.” 

To this the president of the chamber replied: 

“If you do so, the nation will reward you; if you do not, ft will call you 
strictly to account.”

PRESBYTERIAN ASSEMBLY FINDS 
REY. GRANT GUILTY OF HERESY. 


Cause Celebre in Church Affairs Comes to End With 
Ending of Sessions of National Meeting at Atlantic 
City—Home Presbytery May Remove Ban When the 
Pastor Convinces Members of His Orthodory. 


The Rev. Dr. William D. Grant of 
Northumberland, Pa, has been 
found guilty of heresy by the commis- 
sion which heard the charges made 


Atte ne. CITY (CN. J.) May 26.— 


ported its findings to the Presby- 
terian General Assembly this morn- 
ing. 

A motion to adopt the report and 
confirm the judgment of the commis- 
sion was put to a vote in the assem- 
bly and was carried overwhelmingly 
without debate. 

The commission found that Dr. 
Grant “taught doctrines contrary to 
the word of God in the Bible and the 
Presbyterian confession of faith.’’ He 
is held to be guilty, under the rules 
of the Presbyterian book of disci- 
pline and the commission recom- 
mends that Dr. Grant be suspended 
from exercising the functions of a 
minister of the Presbyterian Church 
until such time as “he can convince 
his own presbytery, that of Northum- 
berland, that he has renounced the 
errors he has been found to hold, and 
to satisfy the Presbytery of his pur- 
pose no longer to teach them.” 
Though the decision was at first a 
crushing blow to friends of Dr. Grant, 
the judgment which leaves it up to 
his presbytery to reinstate him, that 
body having already acquitted him 
once and being obviously favorable to 
him, somewhat took the sting out of 
apparent harshness of the’ ver- 
ict. 

The word “heresy” was not used in 
the report of the commission etther 
in the summing up or the final judg- 
ment. 

Dr. Grant tonight made the follow- 
ing statement: 

“Few men have suffered as much 
for their beloved church as I. I rev- 
erently and lovingly bow to its de- 
cision. I do now affirm my unquali- 
fied faith in my blessed Lord and 
Savior, Jesus Christ, ir. His deity, vir- 
gin birth, resurrection and mediator. 
fal work, and in the Scriptures of the 
Old and New Testaments, as the tn- 
fallible rule of faith and life. Some

William Adams Brown, a professor 
in Union Theological Seminary, was 
dropped by the assembly. 

Another important action of the 
assembly today was the unanimous 
adoption of a resolution presented by 
the Rev. Dr. David G. Wylie of New 
York, asking that the assembly ap- 
point a committee to seek the re-es- 
tablishment of relations with the 
Union seminary. Today's action ends 
a doctrinal war between the assem- 
bly and the seminary, which has 
lasted six years. 

Two propositions to reduce the size 
of the general assembly were voted 
down by the committees this after- 
non. A resolution that the presby- 
teries take a vote on the proposition 
to hold the assembly every two years 
instead of every year after 1912, car- 
ried by a close vote.

OW SUPPRESS THE BANDITS. 

Diaz has joined the long list of great 
men who have been sacrificed to the pas- 
sions and the prejudices of their ungrateful 
and unappreciative countrymen. Aristides 
was banished becayse the Greeks were tired 
of hearing him called “the just.” Socrates 
was forced to drink the hemlock juice. Co- 
lumbus perished miserably. History is full 
of the names of statesmen and soldiers and 
philosophers’ whose services to humanity 
have been requited with ingratitude and in- 
justice and sometimes with imprisonment 
and death. 

It may be truthfully said of Diaz that 
nothing in his official life became him more 
than the reason be gave for leaving it. He 
resigns “since, in order to continue in office, 
it would be necessary to shed Mexican 
blood, endangering the credit of the country, 
dissipating its wealth, exhausting its re 
sources and exposing its policy to interna- 
tional complications.” 

Unlike South American rulers who, being 
deposed by revolution looted the public treas- 
ury and fled to Europe for asylum, Diaz 
remains In Mexico, still devoting his life to 
his countrymen. 

It is a significant fact that when Deputy 
Jose Aspe, who produced the letter of res- 
ignation of Diaz, declared that “the good 
that Gen. Diaz had done would live forever 
in history and outweigh his mistakes” the 
applause shook the building. 

“The King is dead. Live the King.” 

The armnouncement of De la Barra that 
he will not be a candidate for the Presl- 
dency at the forthcoming election leaves a 


clear fleld—as at present appears—for Ma- 


dero. Unlike other itnsurrecto leaders who 
are revolutionists for revenue only, Madero 
is a man of such great wealth ($20,000,000) 
as to purge him of the suspicion that he 
would use the Presidency to promote his 
private fortunes. He will have—as De la 
Barra will have during the interregnum be- 
fore election—the support of the followers 
of Diaz in preserving order and restoring 
prosperity. These, with the aid of the bet- 
ter elements of Madero’s forces, will prob- 
ably be able to suppress the bandits and 
drive the I-Won't-Workers back over the 
line to pillage the back yards and plunder 
the hen roosts of Arizona and of Imperial 
and San Diego counties. 

It is fortunate for Mexico that the revolu- 
tion has ended by the peaceful abdication 
rather than. the forcible overthrow of the 
great Mexican who has ruled our sister re 
public for thirty years. Now, then, let the 
rebuilding of destroyed railroads and the 
rehabilitation of suspended industries pro- 
ceed. 


BOUT NOTHING AT ALL. 

Our steamed contemporary, the Ex- 
press, in one of its hysterical and dishonest 
outbursts about nothing at all, asserts that

“It is taken by our friends in the East as 
an attack upon the judiciary and the judges 
that we should make applicable to them the 
recall. It is not an attack. It is not in any 
sense upcomplimentary in any degree to 
the judges in this land that the recall 
should be made applicable to thém. No just 
judge need fear it. It will make no Weak 
judge less weak. It will make no strong 
judge less strong. It menaces the corrupt 
and the corrupt judge alone. 


“The point of divergence between the dis- 
tinguished Governor from New Jersey and 
myself in this regard is in the Initial pre- 
mise.
